Burnaby's Handwriting Was So Bad It 
Could Not Be Read, 

Tt was stated at the time of Colonel 
Burnaby's death that be had left be- 
bind bim the manuscript oft novel for 
which there was considerable competi« 
tion among the publishers. 

This is quite true, The manuscript, 

bulky parcel, was handed to me 

ith discretionary power either to pub- 
fish it myself of to use it In connection 
With the proposed biography. 

Here a singuiar and, as it @naliy 
Proved, a fatal obstacle presented it- 
self. (Familiar for many years with 
Burnaby's handwriting, I could not 

fter diligent endeavor make out more 
han n sentence here und there on the 
crowded pnge of manuscript. 

Burvaby's wriling was, possibly with 
the exception of Dean Stanley's, the 
worst I ever saw. It looked as if be- 
fore sitting down to write a letter be 
had pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed a little blacking and then gone 
ahead. 

He wrote the whole of bis “Ride to 
Khiva” and his “Ride on Horseback 
Through Asin Minor” with bis own 
hand. But before they reached the 
printer they were fairly written out by 
a copyist. 

The hapless man used to make out 
as much as he could, then leave blanks 
for filling up which he had to seek the 
assistance of the author. Sometimes 
there were more blanks tn a page than 
words, 

Despalring of making anything of 
the manuscript of the novel, it was 
submitted to a publisher, who turned 
upon It bis most skillful decipherist. 
Neither head nor tall could be made 
of the manuscript, and the intention 
of publishing the novel was conse 
| quently abandoned.—Sir BH. W. Lucy 
in Cornhill Magazine.

Third, to en 
able British makcrs to secure any sur 
plus tonnage which cannot be m nu 
factured in Canada by a preferential 
tariff extended to Great Britain, of 
approximately one-third of the duty, 
LLe., British rai’s paying $5.04, against 
$7.84 per gross ton, etc,”

try, they must firat contribute to it 
by establishing branch factories on 
our side of the border, 


TWO GREAT FACTORS

Lord Haldan) Frames @ Law For 
Britain's Protection. 

Lord Haldane of Cloan is a man of 
1 ay activities, anc his latest role 
is that of apy-taker. In other words 
his lordship has drafted a bill design- 
ed to enable us more effectively to 

ut salt on the spy’s tail than has 

itherto been possible. 

It is called the “Official Secrets 
Bill,”’ and its sub-title ia “an Act to 
re-enact the Offi. al Secrets Act, 1889, 
with Amendments.” 

it is under the old 1889 Act that 
the alleged German Chultz is now 
awaiting trial, 

Perhaps the most important pro- 
vision in the bill is that which de- 
clares that it is necessary in order 
to obtain a conviction to prove any 
actual act of spying against an ac- 
cused person. 

ahe general principle of English law 
is that to be found guilty a specific 
act or offence ust ve alleged against 
the accused and he must be proved 
guilty of iis particular act or offence. 

Hitherto spies may have been’ 
known to the authorities as such, but) 
the difficulty has been tue necessity 
of proving an actual act of espionage 
against them, Lord Haldane proposes 
wo alter this. 

Section 2, clause 1, of the bill reads” 
as follows: : 

“On a precaution under this section’ 
it suall not be necessary to show that: 
the accused person was guilty of any: 


| particular act tending to saow a pur. 
pose prejudici7l to tue satety or in-. ; 


terests of the state, and notwithstand- 
ing that no such act is proved 
against him, he muy be convicted if, 
from the circumstances of the case,. 
or his conduct, it appears tnat his 


purpose was prejudicial to the safety! | 


or interests of the state.” ‘ 

The same clause iurther provides 
that if an unautnorized person ob- 
‘tdins possess.on of un oiliciai secret it 
is not necessary to prove that Ne in- 
tended to-use it against the state. Lt 
is assumed that his purpose was evil. 

An alleged spy, tnereiore, may be 
convicted on suspicion, and if con- 
victed he is liabie to from three to 
seven years’ penal servitude. 

A person knowingly receiving an 
official secret is luo.e to two years’ 
imprisonment with or without hard 
labor and wath or without the addi- 
juon of a fine. i 

What is an “official secret’? Rough- 
ly it is information relating to a “‘pro- 
hibited place’ or the contents of a 
“prohibited place,” the definition of 
wnich fills nearly a page of the bill. 

Works of a naval or military nature 
are obviously “‘proli:bited places,’ but 
the term also includes railways, gas, 
water and electricity works. 


General ouces, teiegrapn stations,, 
factories, roads, um Cuanneis are 
“prohibited piaces.’’ In fact, about 


the only things not mentioned in the 
detinition are aeroplanes and = aero- 
plane sheds, But then it is well known 
that the War Uuice does not greatly 
believe in the practicabiluy or possi- 
bility of aviation, 

A clause in the bill which will make 
the spy “sit up’’ is taat which dis- 
penses with the necessity for a search 
warrant when itis piopuseu to euler & 
suspected spy’s house. 


Vne bill authorizes a superintendent, 


of police in urgent cases to arm any 
constabie witn a written order, whica 
gives him tne same powers as if he 
nad the warrant ol a justice. 

Hitherto a foreign spy detailed for 
duty in Knglana ous ueaved a siga 
oi relief ana congratulated himself ou 
a soft job. 

This tor two reasons—first, the slacy 
way in which Mngiish ouic:al secretsi 
were guarded; anu next, the difficulty 
under tne existing law of laying him 
by tne heels. 

Now assuming that Lord Haldane’s 
bill becomes law, tne foreign spy may 
not feel so cheerfui woen ordered to 
Brituin’s shores. 

Provided, tnat is, that the authori- 
ties take steps to guard our secrete 
much more ewciently than has hither- 
wo been the case,

Technically the Geverner-General - 
Rules as Representative of Crewn, 
But the Fact Is That He Takes the 
Advice of Those Members of a | 
Privy Ceuncil Whe Have Been . 
Elected to Power By the People . 
of the Land, | 


Neither in theory nor in practice’ 
does our Parliament govern. Parlia- 
ment imposes taxes, votes money for 
defraying the expenses of Govern-_ 
ment, enquires into the Acts of Gov- 
ernment, and oriticizes as it sees fit, 
and legisiates, These are the principal 
functions of Parliament, says « writer 
in ‘dhe Montreal Standard, 

“The executive Government and 
authority of and over Canada,” de- 
clares the British North American 
Act, our written constitution, is vest- 
ed in the sovereign. In this Domin- 
jon the sovereign, King George V., 
is represented by the Governor-Gener- 
ai, who, at present, is the Duke of! 
Connaught, the King’s uncle. 

The Governor-General, representing 
the sovereign, exercises the executive 
powers and theoretically governs. 
Dheoretically, it is said, because al- 
though he governs, he governs in ao- 
cordance with the advice of a certain 
body of men, known in the constitu: 
tion as the Privy Council. 

“There shall be a Council,” 
British North America Act, “to aid! 
and advise in the Government of 
Canada, to be styled the King’s Privy 
Council for Canada; and the persons 
who are to be members of that Coun- 
cil shall be from time to time chosen 
and summoned by tne Governor-Gen- 
eral, and sworn in as Privy Council- 
lors, and members thereoi may be 
from time to time removed by tee 
Governor-General.” 

Consideration of this Privy Council 
takes one back to ine beginning of 
things with respect to the practice pf 
Government as we have it to-day in 
common with the people of the Bril- 
ish Isles, Austraiia, New Zealand, 
and South Africa—io the beginning of 
what is known as responsible Gov- 
ernment, 

The Privy Council of Canada at 

resent contains about sixty mem- 

ers, who, with few exceptions, are 
members of tne present Government, 
or were members of the Governments 
of the past.- For instance, Sir Churles 
‘upper, tne Hon. John Haggart and 
the Hon. Hugh Jonn Macdonald are 
members of the Privy Council as well 
as Sir Wilir'd Laurier, the Hon. W. 8. 
Fielding and the Hon. Rodolphe Le- 
mieux. Lord Strathcona is also o 
member of the Privy Council although 
he has never been a member of a 
Cabinet.

Of Genius

Bonnycastie bad but one chum, 
Thriftieigh.

The first thing for an artist to do to 
bring out bis genius ts to fall in love. 
At least that’s the way Dante and Pe- 
trarch and a lot of others did. Bonny- 
castle proceeded in bis own mind to 
give Evelyn a character suitable to her 
physical makeup. for this he had the 
ground all prepared for him—that Is, 
there were po traits for him to tear 
away, because there were no traits at 
all. Evelyn may be best described as 
a composite girl. If a man is going to 
idealize a woman or a woman Is going 
to idealize a man it Is far better that 
this should be so, just as it is easier to 
draw a picture from the beginning 
than to alter one already made. 

Bonnycastle confided his love to his 
friend Thriftieigh, waxing eloquent on 
the girl's physical and moral beauties.

It was 
sufficient that sbe was adinired, Bon- 
bycastie derived no advantage from 
expressing bis love Io sucb charming 
fashion, Another of Evelyn's adinir- 
ers who sat still and said nothing pro- 
duced even a greater effect. 

Several of the world's literary masters 
began their careers by drawing pic- 
tures with a pencil or a brusb instead 
of words, a notable instance being the 
great Thackeray. Bonnyvastie was

“When Bonnycastle finished his novel 
he was more in love with bis heroine 
than ever and more tn love with his 
novel—for a brief season-than with 
the real Evelyn. This is not surpris- 
Ing. He was not in love with the flesh 
and blood except as a thing of beauty, 
but with the product of his imagina- 
tion. Therefore it was natural that 
after the full development of bis imag- 
{nary heroine, whom he was many 
months in building. be should be more 
In Jove with her than witb the original, 
But the original had the great advan- 


tage, while the imaginary development- 


would begin to fade from the author 
as soon as finished. Evelyn, with her 
golden hair, smiling lips and round 
neck and shoulders, remained the same, 

Bonnycastle’s novel was a work of 
genius. At any rate, there was enough 
feeling in It for balf a dozen novels. 
He asked Thriftieigh to read the manu- 
script. He did so, pronounced it “very 
fine,” but predicted that Bonnycastle 
would not find a publisber for it 
For the first time tn bis life the latter 
doubted his chum's optnion on a prac 
tical matter. He sent the work to pub. 
liskers, who kept It each un average of

Origin of English Roya! Academy. 

The yearly “show” of works by liv- 
ing artists which ts beld at the Eng- 
lish Royal academy from the tirst 
Monday in May to the first Monday in 
August owes its existence to a meet- 
ing of painters which was held at the 
Turk’s Head, Soho, on Nov. 12, 1759.

KEEP A PET SNAKE. 


Then You Won't Need a Cat or a Dog | 


For the Rats or Mice, 


It has been suggested by a French | 
professor that every bousehold should | 


bave its snake instead of its cat or dog 
for the purpose of keeping rats or mice 
away. 

it Is not new, for Jn the days of the 
Romans many snakes were kept by the 
housekeepers for precisely this purpose. 
Since those early times, however, the 
household reptile has been supplanted 
by the cat or dog, and the modern 
housewife, as a rule, has nothing but 
revuision of feeling for every species 
of snake, harmful! and harmless. The 
hostile attitude toward snakes, how 
ever, is largely due to ignorance, Thus 
it is commonly supposed that snakes 
are “slimy.” As a matter of fact, they 
are pot. ‘Their skin ts cold to the 
touch, but absolutely dry. It feels as if 
it were made of china or porcelain. 

Then again the sharp, wormlike 
tongue of the snake, which darts in and 
out at lightning speed, is harmless, al- 


| though it is commonly believed to be 


the medium by means of whicb the 
snake ejects its venom. 

Snakes which have venom communt- 
cate it by means of special! teeth called 
fangs. Harmless snakes do not have 
these fangs. 

The principal disadvantage about 8 
eat and dog is that these animals are 
apt to carry the same disease spreading 
vermin as the rats and mice they are 
supposed to destroy. 

Both the dog and the cat frequently 
kill rats and mice without eating them. 
leaving them to decompose in invisible 
places, The snake never does. Every 
rat killed by a snake is at once swal- 
lowed. The snake, too, is much 
cleaner than either of the other house 
hold peta—Farm and Fireside.

‘FATTENING BEEF 


CATTLE ON GRASS 


Grass and beef production are ag 
closely allied as are corn and pork pro- 
duction, writes J. I, Tormey in the 
Country Gentieman. In spite of the 
cry that land is too high priced to 
pasture, the bulk of the beef that is 
marketed is produced on grass as @ 
feed throughout a greater part of the 
year, and it is safe to say that most 
of the gains made are made on grass 
alone or on grass as a part of the fat 
tening ration, 

The man who feeds in the corn belt 
utilizes some pasture because expert- 
ence has taught bim that be can feed 
more economically” in summer with 
gtass as a roughage than be can in 
winter on dry roughage. Some men 
utilize pasture to “graze down” the 
cost of stockers that are to be sold as 
feeders at the end of the grazing sea- 
son. Others place feeders upon the 
grass In the spring and sell them as 
grass fat cattle at the end of the sea- 
son, Many cattle cre kept over winter 
end fed on grass the following epring 
or early summer to be sold in June or 


| July before the range rush comes toe 


the market. 

Under all these conditions the same 
difficulties confront the cattleman— 
those of changing the cattle from the

usual dry ration of winter to the ex- 
tremely succulent one of grass. The 
pleasing taste of the new grass causes 
the cattle to eat rather too much of it 
Its exceedingly succulent character 
contrasts so sharply with the dry for 
age of the winter ration to which the 
rattle’s digestive systems have become 
accustomed that digestive derange- 
ments may result. 

Farmers who have silos have in corn 
silage one of the best possible feeds 
for cattle that are to be turned on to 
grass. There is perhaps no feed that, 
as far as physical characteristics are 
concerned, so nearly approaches the 
character of pasture grass as does corn 
silage. It keeps the steers in good con- 
dition, and there is no immediate 
change in the amount of succulence in 
the ration when the cattle are put on 
to grass in the spring. 

In Wisconsin today there are several 
steer grazers whose cattle were good 
enough to top the Chicago market last 
September and October. Yet those 
steers had eaten scarcely any corn at 
any period of their lives and none at 
all at the finish. They were fed al! the 
clover or mixed bay and corn silage 
they wanted up to the first or middle 
of May and then turned on to good biue 
grass pasture to finish fattening. One 
of these men sold his steers last Octo- 
ber for over $8 a hundredweight, and 
the only grain the cattle had eaten 
was the corn contained in the silage 
fed them. The steers were of good 
quality and breeding. They weighed 
around 1,000 pounds the previous fall 
and rubbed the 1,500 pound mark when 
sold. 


Handling the Foal. 

The smal! breeder who has use for 
his mares has a great advantage, as It 
is easy for the mare to earn her way 
and still raise a foal. To this end the 
foal must early be taught to eat and 
be left in a safe place with plenty of 
food while the mare is at work. When 
running with larger borses a creep 
may be arranged for foals to run under 
to a box of grain which the targer 
horses cannot reach. Young foals with 
plenty of exercise wil) not eat too 
much and should be allowed all they 
will eat They can take care of a 
large amount of protein fond and wake 
good use of it in producing bone and 
muscle. 

The first year in pasture is not 
enough to produce the best type of 
horses. They should bave grain as 
well as pasture. Raised tn this way 
the colts will have to be separated 
from the fillles when about one year 
old, but the colts may run together un- 
‘tl nearly two years old. At two years 
of age draft colts and fillies properly 
raised may do light work witb only

An Inferior Wandering Race Found in 
Sumatra 

A people without any form of,relig- 
ion, without superstition, devoid of any 
thought of the future state, has been 
found {in the interior forests of Su- 
miatra, according to Dr. Wilhelm Val- 
ez, the geologist of the University of 
Breslau, who has made extensive 
journeys through the island. There

WOMEN AND PROFESSIONS 
Lord Haldane Discusses Question in| 
Evidence Before Commission | 

It is not often that a government | 
report contains matter especiallly of | 
interest to women; but the views of 
Lord Haldane on the much discussed | 
topic as to whether they shohid be 
excluded from the “professions” givy- 
en in eviderce before the royal com- 
mission on the civil service, will be 
read with interest by all women who} 
have to depend upon themselves for | 
their living. Though the inquiry 
was supposed to touch the civil ser- | 
vice only, the war minister was very 
emphatic in expressing his opinion on 
the subject generally. He said his 
belief was that the exclusion of wo- 
men from a great many professions | 
at the present time was the result of 
superstition, and very little else. He 
panier ee there was a great many pro- 
essions in which women were not} 
only qualified to do the work, but! 
where they could be of the greatest 
possible use. 

There were certainly a great many 
positions in the civil service which 
women coulda fill quite as well as men, 
and which they did,not fill at the 
present time—shigher’ division posts 
as well as others, 

Lord Haldane was questioned by | 
Miss F'aldane as to whether he con- 
sidered that post qualified for by a\ 
higher education, whatever was the 
case With regard to lower posts should 
receive equal pay in the ease of wo- 
men and men. He replied that he 
had previously sald that upon that 
question he had found it dificult to 
make up his mind, |

ing wage, because he was the bread- 
winner for his wife and family, and 
they ought to encourage him to have
